all over the body, causing 
I blood poisoning. 
The poisons they 
produce In the wound are absorbed, 
causing general poisoning. 
Paint any cut or wound with iodine. 
Tie It up, If necessary, with a clean, 
soft cloth. 
Don’t put anything else 
on lf. 
Keep it dry. 
K eep all kinds 
of dirt out of it. Nature will take care 
of It lf .you give her a fair chance.
